Nagasaki, 14th May, 1872 (vra San Francisco), 

My last usual monthly was on the 13th ultimo via San Fran- 
cisco, since when nothingof any great importance has transpired. 
The latest mail dates to hand arethe French and English mailsof the 
15th and 22nd March, both of which arrived here on the 6th in- 
stant ; the former by the British steamer Miaca, 53 days out, and 
the latter by the Pacific Mail steamer Golden Age, 46 days out. 

The effect produced in England by that madbrained article of 
the Vagasaki Gazette on the native Christian question has fur- 
nished a subject for conversation. No onechere even from thefirst be- 
lieved the statements to becorrect, and the subsequent actionsof the 
Government of Japan have only been to B ive how unfounded 
were the charges brought against them. Not the least fatal thing 
to the assertions of the Gazette is the fact that the identical men 
who were tortured, according to the statement of that journal, 
have been allowed to return to their homes. It-is beyond doubt 
that they are the same men as those taken away, so that better 
proof could not be obtained. : 

The penalty being paid by the delinquent journal will ultimately 
end in it collapsin — before long. I hear that subscrip- 
tions to it, which Bava ‘or some time past been falling off one by 
one, are now becoming a general thing. This accounts for the 
Editorials in which “Ye lords of ye bund” appeared. The 
general impression amongst persons here is that the Catholic 
priests had nothing to do with the native Christian article.

YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by the present mail reach to the 16th May, but by the 
Pacific mail via San Francisco qur files extend to the 25th. The 
outward French mail of 29th March arrived on 17th, and the 
P. and O. mail of Sth April on the 19th May. The following 
summary is from the Japan Herald :— 

By the last American steamer from San Franeiscg arrived Tto 
and two other members of the Japanese Embassy. It is reported 
that Terashima, of the Foreign Department, accompanied by Jto, 
will return by this steamer and join the Embassy. 

An outbreak of the farmers and peasantry at two or three 
villages near Niigata has taken place. It is said that discontent 
was caused among them by the Government levying a tax in 
order to make a canal in that district. The military were called 
out, and after a short engagement, in which two Government 
Officials were wounded, and several farmers killed, peace was re- 
stored. Although the outbreak occurred near the foreign settle- 
ment, no Europeans were molested or menaced. 

The Mikado’s mother, the Dowager Empress of Japan, has 
arrivedat Yedo from Kioto, which she left to permanently reside at 
the former place three weekg previqusly. The processian, although 
along one, was not on a grand scale, and presented uo special fea- 
ture of interest. 

Since the fire at Yeda a survey of that city has been in hand, 
and is now completed. The streets arg to be made much wider, 
and good drains are to be laid dawn in all the thoroughfares, and 
the houses to be built more substantially than before. 

The fares that have been fixed by the Government for travellers 
by the railway from here to Yedo are universally considered much 
too high, the first-class being equivaleat to fourpence per mile. 

A regatta in honour of the Queen's birthday is fixed to take 
place on the 29th, in consequence of the departure of mails on 
the 24th. It promises to be the most successful that has yet 
been held, ~ 

The Exhibition at Kioto hae been opened, but not many fo- 
reign visitors have visited it. It consists of a miscellaneous col- 
lection of Japanese products and curiosities, 

The grave of Will Adams, the first Boehner that ever 
reached Japan, has been recently found near Yokoska, as likewise 
that of his Japanese wife. 

The health of the settlement is’excellont, the hospital at no 
time containing so few inmates. 

The Japan Mail has the following items :— 

M. M. von Brandt, Minister Resident for North Germany, was 
received by H.M. the Tenno in private audience on the 13th. 
The audience was granted in one of the wings of the castle, in 
& room sumptuously furnished in European style. The Minister 
Resident, accompanied by M. Kempermann, his secretary and 
interpreter, was introduced by H.E. Terashima, Vice-Minister for 
Foreign Affuirs. Hig Majesty sat at s table, on which stood his 
sword-stand, and around him were ranged several of the high 
officers of the Court, including the Chief Master of the Oere- 
monies. On a verandah, which could be seen through one of the 
open doors, were six chamberlaings in waiting. The Tenno re- 
quested M. von Brandt to occupy the seat on his right, and a 
conversation ensued. which lagted an hour anda half, after which 
- von Brandt took leave of his Majesty. Among the curiosities 
in the audience chamber is a silver peacock of life size, of extra- 
ordinary workmanship and beauty.

THE BLUFF FLOWER SHOW. 
The Flower Show held at the Bluff Gardens is the most success - . 
ful, from a floricultural point of view,that has as yet taken place 
in Yokohama. Two years ago Yokohama did not possess many 
roses of excellence, and it is indeed a surprise to witness the rapid 
progress that has been made in rose culture, for no less 
than thirty-five named varieties were exhibited, princi- 
pally, as was to be expected, by foreigners. The contributions by 
the ladies have been more numerous than last year, and a diffi- 
cult task had the judges to decide upon whom to bestow the 
honaurs of the occasion. Shortly after three o’clock Captains 
Baldwin and Lane, and Mr. Christie, the judges, went their rounds 
of inspection, and in absut half an hour decided that Miss Dare’s 
bouquet was entitled to the first prize, and the arrangement of 
flowers of Mrs, Baker and Mra. Allmand to the second and third 
respectively. The Japanese mustered plants, flowers and shrubs 
in great force; the variety and quality of their exhibits were. 
very commendable, but by far the best exhibits in the show were 
the three boxes containing thirty different kinds of named roses 
sent in by Mr. Kramer. Of fruits and vegetables there were 
many exhibitors, Captain Purvis showing some strawberries, let- 
tuces, and radishes. Mrs. Bourne sent in some artichokes. Sone 
kohl rabi was exhibited by Mr. Dowson and Mr. Jarmain, who 
likewise contributed asparagus, peas, potatoes, gooseberries, and 
strawberries. 


The gardens were well filled with visitors, and the band of the 
Colorado performed several selections of operatic music during 
the afternoon. The public of Yokohama are certainly under 
great obligations to Mr. W. H. Smith, the managing director of 
the gardens, to whose untiring industry and indefatigable energy 
the success of the show is mainly due. We trust that this pler- 
sant affair is but the precursor of other similar gatherings which 
are yet to follow, and that such stimulus to floriculture and hor- 
ticulture will result from these competitions as to exercise an 
appreciable influence on utiltarian and ornamental gardening ia 
Yokohama. 


CHINA. 
. . SHANGHAI. 

The advices from this port extend to May 19 ; the French mail 
of March 29 arrived out on the 14th, and the following P. and O. 
mail of April 5 on May 17. The following summary of news is 
from the North China Herald :— 


Prince Kung's memorial regarding the position of foreigners, a 
translation of which was published in the Herald of March 28, 
has been posted outside the New North Gate, and seems to 
attract a good deal of attention. But it is in the cities of the in- 
terior that it is most wanted ; and it is for its fate there that we 
feel most apprehensive. Foreigners know whether a thing is 

sted at Shaoghat but they don’t know whether it is posted at 

anchang. 
, The Shanghai Hsien has issued a proclamation, stating that a 
‘despatch has been received from the Board of Rites, announcing 
an eclipse of the sun on the 6th June. All people must accord- 
ingly be on the alert at the proper time ; that is, rescue it from 
the jaws of the dragon by beating gongs and so forth, to frighten 
away the devouring monster. 

A complimentary address has been presented to Mr. Seward, on 
the occasion of his leaving Shanghai. We believe it expresses 
very truly the feeling of the community ; it will gratify Mr. 
Seward to know that his exertions have been appreciated, and 
that he carries with him the general good wishes of his fellow- 
residents, Mr. O. B. Bradford takes charge of the United States 
Consulate during Mr. Seward's absence. 

The second expedition for the recovery of specie from the wreck 
of the Hamilla Mitchell commenced operations on the 16th May, 
and succeeded in recovering $8,000, when it became a parent that 
blasting was necessary—the ship, which is iron built, heeiug com- 
pletely broken up, and the pieces corroded and formed a solid 
mass, covering in the silver. The expedition accordingly returned 
to Shanghai for the necessary appliances, but will return to the 
wreck ag soon as possible. 

There have been quite a number of amusements in Shanghai 
during the past week. The Shanghai Yacht Club held a regatta 
on May 13—three events—a ladies’ purse for yachts, which was, 
won by the Emily ; a race for house-boats, won by the il A s 
and one for ship’s boats, won by the Snipe. A cricket match was 

layed on the same afternoon, between eleven of H.MS. Jron 

uke and eleven of the Shanghai Cricket Club. This resulted ia 
favour of the former, with seven wickets to go down. On the 15th 
the Shanghai Rowing Club held a spring regatta—two events, for 
Eights and Fours. The Eight-oar race was awarded to the Red 
boat (Addis, stroke), the Fours was won by Blue (Glass, aero) 
The course was on the Pootung side, between Boyd's aud Lin 
mys wharves, distance about one mile. The 16th was devoted to 
athletic sports, and the meeting proved a thorough success. 
Fifteen events came off, and nearly alt roduced good fields. The 
time made was not good, but none of the men had trained. 
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The Deutsche Bank has taken the premises in Kiangse road 

lately occupied by the Chamber of Commerce. It willbe remem- 

Ph that these were built, a few years ago, for the Bank of 
ndia. 

Messrs. Aymeri, Galle, Voisin and Weelock have been elected 
members of the French Municipal Council. 

For some weeks past a series of meetings have been held in the 
London Mission Chinese Chapel, in connection with the temper- 
ance societies of H.M.’s abips Cockchafer and Leven and the U. 8. 
steamers Monocacy and Palos. These meetings have had satis- 
factory results; no lesa than gixty-three new members having 
lately joined the societies. 

It is said that the 8.S.N. Oo. have bought the Vautilus ; rumour 
adds for $80,000, and that she is to run with the Chusan on the 
Ningpo line. 

An edict in the Peking Gazette of April 12 announces more 
successes by the Imperialists in Kweichow ; but it is the Maho- 
medans who are beaten this time, not Miaotze. The lustre, how- 
ever, of the victories is somewhat tarnished by the fact that they 
were won through the treachery of a renegade chief. The places 
mentioned are situated in the south-western extremity of the 
province, connecting on the south with Kwangsi and on the west 
with Yunan—that is to say, probably, that the affair was a sort 
of offshoot of the Mahomedan insurrection in Yunan. 

The Gazelle of the 13th April contains a rather striking memo- 
rial from the Governor of Kiangsu, regarding the rice tribute. 
Sea-going junks are now so few that it was found impossible to send 
the whole at one time ; the same junks will have to repeat the trip. 
No attempt is made to account for this decrease in native ship- 
ping ; but the cause doubtless is that, as old junks die out, they 
are not replaced, their inferiority to foreign ships being recog- 
nised. But fancy their being convoyed by steamers! ‘Ihe idea 
of convoy at all is nonsense, now. Pirates have died out on the 
north coast; still it is something to have got so far as to recog- 
nise the superiority of steamers to war junks for convoying pur- 

es. But what are the steamers belonging to the “ Shanghai 

fice for the Prevention of Piracy,’ which are only able to cruise 
in inland waters ?

Tho advices from this port extend to the 3nd June ; theFrench 
mail from London, April 26, arrived out May 30, and the following 
ie pnt O. mail of May 3 was expected to arrive the day this mail 
eft. 

The session of the Le islative Council will be formally opened 
by his Excellency the Governor, at the Council Chamber, on the 
4th June. Though there are a number of matters to which the 
Council might woll devoto atteutivuu, it is not anticipated that 
the session will be a busy one ; no important measures have as yet 
been shadowed forth, and the general belief is that the Council 
will have little to do besides ordinary routine business. In the 
meantime, his Excellency is, we believe, endeavouring to prevent 
the exportation of arms and the enlistment here and in the 
neighbourhood of men, for the purposeof renewing the Salangore 
petty war Rajah Mahdie, who it will be remembered was obliged 
to leave the territory after the Salangore affair—having beeu 
busy ever since, in Perak, Siak Rhio. Johore, and even in Singa- 
pore, obtaining men and supplies for his adherents, who are now 
harassing Tunkoo dia Oodin. His Excellency made an excursion 
“around the island” a few days ago in the Pluto, stopping at Jo- 
hore on the way, and immediately after his return left fur Rhio. 
Both these excursions, it is be'izvei, wero in conacction with the 
doings of Rajah Mahdie. 

Major General Whitfield, commander-in-chief, has been making 
a tour of inspection of the troops and defences of the Colony. 
He arrived by the last homeward mail steamer, and left for Hong 
Kong by the French mail steamer. 

Tne Chinese and native community continu? quiet and orderly, 
though attempts have been made during tho past day or two by a 
few ruffians to get up a faction quarrel. They have failed, how- 
ever, so far, and will, it is to be hoped, be summarily brought to 
account should they renew their efforts to foment a riot. 

We ara pained to have to record the death of one of our pro- 
minent residents, Mr. William Cathcart Hannay, of the firm of 
Martin, Dyce and Co., at the early age of thirty-five.

YoxoHAMA.—Fully a fortnight earlier than usual parcels of the new 
crop had come into the market, which was accounted for by the natives 
having availed of steamer transport; these supplies had been eagerly 
bought up at prices fully $8 highcr than opening rates lastseason. Settle- 
ments for the month amounted to 1,300 piculs of old Common leaf, and 
2,000 piculs of new; the latter consisted of Good Medium to Finest grades, 
and had been settled at prices ranging from $46 to 60. The quality 
was good, but showed signs of having been too hastily prepared, as is 
usual at an early period of the season; large supplies were expected 
during the month of June, and there was every prospect of an abundant 
crop. The market closed easy, with a tendency to lower prices. 

Hroco-Osaka.—During the month under review small lots of 
new Teas bad reached the market. The present Pacific muil steamer 
took the firet of the new crop, in all about 350 piculs, Although the 
new season had not been fairly inuugurated, prices paid for the first 
arrival. showed an advance over last season’s rates of about $5 to 7 
per picul. Quotations were nominal, but the late business had been 
done on a basis of $55 to 60 for finest to choice. Nothing had been 
done in old Tea. 

Hanxkow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report as follows, 
under date May 14:—Musters of the new Teas were placed on the 
market yesterday morning, 13 hZinst., fully a week earlier than last 
year, acd during the day between 80 and 90 parcels were placed on 
offer, consisting chiefly of Ningchow leaf. So early a commencement 
was entirely unlooked for, mustera not being oxpected before the 15th 
inst., at the earliest. One settlement was reported yesterday, namely a 
parcel of half.chests Ningchow at Tis. 40 per picul (costing at 6s. 4d. 
Exchange and £6; freight, say 2s. 63d.). We hear also of set. 
tlements at Kiukiang of two or three parcels at Tis, 36 to 403 
per picul, the first being made on the 9th inst. A few further 
settlements are reported to-day. Contracts can only be made} at 
high prices, dealers preferring to wait, owing to the non-arrival 
of the greater portion of the Shanghal bayers. We shall re- 
port more fully the comparative merits of the crop by the next 
steamer, having scarcely had sufficient time yet to go carefully through 
the whole of the musters. The average of the Ningchows is guod. The 
Teas are well made and strong in cup, but we think them deficient in 
quality and not so fine as last year’s. Of the Hankow Teas, arrivals are 
principally from Cheong-sow-kui district, and these compare favourably 
with last year’s, We have not yet seen musters enough of the Oonfar 
and other district Teas to form an opinion about them ; the former are 
reported on native authority to be inferior to last year’s standard. The 
quant ty of Tea now on offer amounts to about 10,009 chests, 50,000 
half-chests, 46,000 boxes; of which has been settled, as fur as we can 
learn at present, 7,263 half-chests aud 1,000 boxes, at Ts, 35 to Tis. 
41 per picul, at exchange Gs, 4d., and freight £6 2s, 34d to £6 23. 7}4., 
adding Tis. 3 for duty &c. There are no steamers in port yet, bat the 
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following vessels are advertised to sail from this:—Galley of Lorne, 
Erl King, Agamemnon, and Lord of the Isles for London, and the 
Tchihatchoff for Odessa. Also the P. and O. steamer Deccan, rates of 
freight by which are—£8 per ton of 40 feet for 45 days passage from 
Woosung; £7 10s. per ton of 40 feet for 50 days passage from Woosung ; 
£6 per ton of 40 feet over 50 days passage from Woosung. 

Kruxk1ana.—Black : The market was openel on the 11th May, ten 
days earlier than last year, and at prices averaging Tls.2 higher than 
the rates of last season. The Tea appeared rather better in quality, and 
the crop opening, as far as could yet be jadged, would very likely exceed 
20,000,090 lbs. Large arrivals were looked for in four or five day from 
date. Ningchow Teas were quoted Tis. 38.5.9 to Tis. 40.5.0. 

SHANGHAI.—Markot not yet opened. 

FoocHow.—Up to the 13th May about 2,000 chests of new Congou 
hed arrived, and some 1,500 chests more were expected to come in on 
the 14th, of new Ovloongs 800 half-chests were reported to have been 
received. No opinion as to the quality of the Teas could be given, 
though the Pehling Congous, of which some small parcels had already 
been forwarded to Hong Kong for transshipment by steamer to London, 
were spoken of favourably. 

Amoy.—The first parcels of New Season’s Teas were brought to 
market on the 13th May, when chest musters represeuting ten chops of 
Ooloong and one of Orange Pekoe were shown; these varied somewhat 
in quality, but were all fine well-made Teas, though one or two chops 
had not been well fired; this disadvantage would hardly extend to the 
later Teas, however, as Teamen with more time at their command 
would doubtless exercise greater care in the preparation. 

CanTon.—A considerable amount of business had been transacted. 
For a few days after the departure of last English mail a quieter tone 
prevailed, and the teamen were willing to accept rather easier prices; 
but later on buying becoming more active, prices hardened. Some im- 
provement in scent had been shown in some cases, but in make the 
musters offered during the interval had continued inferior to the teas of 
last season, All desirable parcels had been eagerly competed for, and 
but few remained on the market, the samples lately shown being much 
mixed with old leaf and spurious matter. In spite of these defects the 
teamen were asking extremely high figures, and this, coupled with the 
absence of tonnage, had during tho last few days cliecked operations. 
Scented Orange Pekoes had been in moderate request, and had been 
dealt in on the whole at easier rates than those last quoted ; the settle- 
ments reported include some 2,000 to 3,000 boxes “‘ new make” at 
Tls. 16 10 19. Scented Capers had been in brisk demand, and business 
had been done at an advance of Tle. 1 to 2 on last quotations, Congous 
had been little inquired for. Green Teas: Gunpowders alone were in 
request, and purchases consisted principally of medium and fine descrip- 
tions. Settlements are:—Scented Orange Pekoe, 17,009 boxes at 
Tis. 16 to 83 ; Scented Caper, 65,000 boxes at Tis. 18 to 33; Congou, 
1,000 boxes at Tls. 22 to 26; Gunpowder, 10,000 boxes at Ts. 20 to 30. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.—The business done since the 8th May had been ona 
very moderate scale, only about 300 bales having been eettled. Arri- 
vals had been few, and the stock was estimated at 300 bales. The 
supply on offer consisted mainly of Ovhu Silk, for which high prices 
were demanded. Reports from the interior regarding the new crop 
were satisfactory, the weather having been very favourable. 

Hrogo-Osaka.—There is nothing to report with reference to this 
market. No transactions had been entered into during the interval, 
and quotations were nominal. 

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular says transactions 
during the fortnight sum up about 300 bales, bringing the season's 
total over 50,000 bales, of which a much larger proportion than usual 
has been Yellow Silk. With regard to the new crop everything went 
well until a week ago, when sickness is reported to have destroyed a 
large percentage of the worms then in the fourth etage; how far this 
may affect the yield is still uncertain, as reports and opinions are very 
conflicting, some estimates giving only 50,000 bales, whilst others range 
up to a probable 60,000 bales. A few small hank mustera were re« 
ceived here on the 17th May, and the bulk is expected in the course 
of next week. 

CANTon.— Musters of the first crop of ncw scason’s had arrived, also 
soine cargo, but the quality was not up to expectations, either as regards 
size or cleanliness, though of average good colour. The opening prices 
were exceedingly high, partly accounted for by the eagerness shown to 
make purchases, regardless of wet Silk and high rates, not at all justifed 
by any news from England. It was the opinion of some that after 
the first excitement subside, consequent upon the departure of this mail 
and the next French muil, an abatement in the exorbitant rates would 
follow. Re-reeled Silks were in great requ: st, and very high prices had 
becn paid—for No.1 Re-reeled Lacklow $580 to 590, and for No. 1 
Re-reeled Kotengon $670 to 690. Dealers refused to re-reel Silke 
on their own account, and would only do so under contract. Stock 
was not ascertainable, but very little Silk had arrived compared with 
amount of crop, whicy is estimated at 5,000 bales of all dcscriptions, 
inclusive of 2,000 bules Tsatlee. Settlements had been 400 bales, of 
which 200 went forward by the present mail: for the American 
mail of June 60 boxes of Re-reels were reported to have been con- 
tracted for, but this cstimate must be taken with reservation, as it is 
very difficult to ascertain the real amount.

This last, however, doubtless has its 
influence, for though prices of Refined have receded from their highest 
point, and may go lower, it is thought that on a return to a normal 
condition of trade prices of Refined Sugars will then probably bear a 
relatively higher price to Raw than heretofore, and this induces confi- 
dence, though a majority of the refiners are not at work, The trans- 
actions have not included any sales of East India descriptions.

COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH. 
IONIDES V. PENDER. 

This is an action on trial before Mr. Justice Hannen and a special 
jary on several policies of insurance effected in this country by mer- 
chants at Hamburg along with others effected at Hamburg, with the 
dstensible object of covering a mercantile adventure in which they 
were engaged, but, as alleged on the part of the insurera, with the 
fraudulent object of having the ship scuttled at sea in order to realise 
the ingurances. Messrs. Ionides, the well-known insurance brokers, 
are only nominal plaintiffs, having effected the insurance for a firm of 
Hambarg merchanta, the owners, who are the real plaintiffs, and for 
whom they merely sue as azents. The trial lasted from the lat to the 
4th inst. Sir J. Karslake, Q.C., Mr C. Butt, QC., and Mr. F. M. 
White appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. H. James, Q.0., Mr. Watkin 
Williams, and Mr. Laynon for the defendants. 

There is a firm of merchants at Hamburg—Brounckhorst and Diek- 
mann—some of whose members have been for some years engaged in 
trade to Eastern Siberia. That trade had been carried on through a 
place called Nicolaiefesk, on the eastern shores of Russian Asia, at the 
mouth of the river Amoor, which is navigable for some 1,200 miles, 
That port, however, it appears, is closed during a portion of the year, 
and during the last few years a trade had sprung up at a port in the

Bay of Peter the Great, lately called Victoria Bay, on the same const, 
but some 700 miles more south ; and, inleed, almost the most southerly 
point of the coast of Asiatic Russia, just where it overlaps the empire 
of Cnina, and opposite the centre of Japan. This port, it appears, is 
of splendid capacity, and ia accessible almost all through the year, and 
on this account, and also by reason of its position, at the bordera of 
two vast empires, its advantages for commerce and trade appzar to 
have been lately very much appreciated. Hence, a place has sprang 
up there (called Wladiwostock), with a population partly Russian 
and partly Chinese, already numbering several thousands, and 
apparently increasing; and trade had begun to shift there 
from the more northerly port, which had previously engrosaed it. 
Early in 1871 the Messrs. Diekmann, according to the case for the 
plaintiffs, contemplated a commercial adventure to the new port, and 
got several others to join them. One of these, named Vernicke, was 
the owner of aship of 300 or 400 toas, and this ship was to be char- 
tered for the purpose, and Diekmanns, Vernicke, and some others 
were to freight her with goods likely to sell in those remote and dreary 
regions. The cargo was very mixed, but included a large quantity 
of spirits and tobacco, and also woollen goods and a variety of other 

commodities. The insurances were effected by the different parties 

interested—on the ship, on the cargo, and on the freight payable 

under the charter, and also on the profits supposed to bo attainable 

on the proposed adventure, as well as upon commission ; and the 

total amount of the insurances effected was about £20,000. Out of 

this large amount above £4,000 was insured on the ship, and this 
insurance was effected at Hamburg. Policies were also effected 

on the goods, and of these some were effected at Hamburg and some 
in London, the total amount being £14,000, and one of these policies 
was sued upon in this action. Then there were insurances of £1,500 
for “commission” (one of which was also sued upon in this action), 
and there were other insurances of freight and profits, makiag up the 
total amount of £20,000. The question was as to the goods, which 
were alleged to have been enormously over valued. It was admitted 
on the part of the plaintiffs that 25 or 80 per cent: had been added to 
the coat price in these valuations, and that freight and charges had 
been added, but, according to. their case, the actnal cost and freight 
came to nearly £12,600, aud the amount of insurances on goods was 
under £14,000, ao that the over-insurance would be only about £1,400. 
But according to the case for the underwriters the actual outlay was 
only about £8,000, and the amount of insurance on goods was £12,880. 
The case for the underwriters was, in a word, that by reason of the 
enormous over-insurance of the goods, and some fictitious heads of 
assgurance—the ship being well insured—the adventurers had an 
interest to the amount of some thousands of pounds in her going to 
the bottom. The ship sailed in the spring of 1871, and on the 18th 
of May, while on her voyage out, she suddenly filled with water and 
sank about 150 miles from the Canary Islands, lat. 30.15 N., long. 
19.16 W.; it was early in the morning, on a fine day, no high sea 
running, no rock visible, no wind, without any apparent accident or 
cause. According to the captain and the mate, the captain, at four 
o'clock, thought he felt a shock, and said so to the mate, but “ took 
no further notice of it,” thinking it was a blow of the sea, especially 
as on looking about they saw nothing. At this time the captain was 
in his cabin, from which an opening had been made intothe hold. At 
five o'clock the ship wus apparently all right, but soon afverwards was 
leaking, and about seven o'clock had 7 feet or 8 feet water in the hold, 
which was only 10 feet deep. The captath, who was in his cabin, was 
told this by the mate; hecame hastily on deck, and said the ship was sink- 
ing, and the boats must be got out as they were ; and then he and the 
crew got into them, stood away from the vessel, and went off. About 
three or four miles off, a ship, the Ocean Bell, hailed them, and took 
them up, and then went towards the veasel they had left, which had 
capsized, but notsunk, and did not sink until some three or tour hours 
after they had got out of it. Indeed, thecrew did not appear to have 
seen it actually sink, though the captain stated that he saw it sink 
before the Ocean Bell finally left. The captain went in another shi 

to Hamburg; some of the crew came to Liverpool. The mate had 
induced some of them to sign a statement that they had felt a ‘‘shock” 
in the ship before it leaked, but those who got to Liverpool refused to 
sign such a statement there, and now denied it to have been the fact. 
Moreover, they made charges against the captain, and openly declared 
that they believed the ship had been sunk. An investigation was 
made at Hamburg, but it resulted in an acquittal of the captain, and 
the Hamburg insurera paid upon their policies. The English under- 
writers, however, were not satisfied, and resisted the claim, and hence 
the present action, and another againat the North China Insurance 
Company, which also stands in the list fortrialat these sittings. They 
resist the claim on three grounds—firat, that the concealment of thé 
fact of enormous over-valuation of the goods was a concealment of a ma- 
terial fact which vitiated the policies, and several underwriters were 
called who gave itas their opinion that such an over-valuation wasa very 
material fact ; next, that it was not made out that the ship was lost 
through “ perila of the seas,” the perils insured against, all that ap- 
peared being that she went down, and this, apparently, without any 
cause arising from ‘perils of the seas ;” thirdiy, that this very fact, 
coupled with the enormous over-insurance, raised a great probability 
that the ship was scuttled, and that this probability was supported 
by several other circumstances, as that there was no shock, no rock, 
nor wreck, nor anything against which the vessel could have struck ; 
that the captain was in his cabin when the ship began to leak, that he 
had had an opening made into the hold, and that he had an augur in 
his cabin, an instrument for making holes. This defence was sup- 
ported by the evidence of one of Lloyd's surveyora, who proved that 
the construction of such a ship must have been 80 stout and strong 
that she would not have been much affected by coming into contact 
with a moving wreck; and, on the other hand, if she had struck 
against a rock the shock would have been go great that the ship 
would have quivered through all its timbers, and everyone in it 
would have been knocked down, whereas, even according to the cap- 
tain’s own account, he was not certain there was a shock at all, and it 
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was so slight that he thought it a blow of the sea. Similar evidence 
was given by several nautical men, and two of the crew, who were 
called as witnesses fur the defence, stated that they felt no shock at 
all. The captain was examined for the owners under a commission 
at Hamborg ; but neither he nor any of the crew were called as wit- 
nesses in their behalf at the trial. 

The above facts having been deposed to by the witnesses for the 
plaintiff, Mr. James, for the defence, called two of the crew as wit- 
nesses to explain circumstances from which the fraudulent design was 
sought to be inferred, and they were cross-examined by Sir J. Kars- 
Jake with a view to elicit circumstances to rebut the foference, and 
especially with reference to other statements they had made, which, it 
was suggested, were at variance with their present evidence, or other 
circumstances which might explain or account for it. The examina- 
tion nd crozs-examination of these witnesses went to such length on 
account of the number and minute character of the circumstances on 
which it turned, that it occupied the whole of one day. Mr. James 
then addreased the jury, and Sir J. Karalake is to replied on the part 
of the plaintiffs. 

The case was brought to a termination on Thursday, Justice 
Hannen having summed up, the jury, after a short deliberation, 
gaid that they found that the valuations for the insurances were exces- 
sive, and that, though they could not say whether the valuations were 
fraudulent, they were of opixion that they were material, and were 
concealed. They further found that the vessel was not lost by the 
perils of the seas, but they could not say (not having eufficient evidence 
to show) whether or not it was intended by the assured that it should 
be lost. A verdict was then entered for the defendants. 

Yesterday two actions on policies by the same parties on the same 
ship and cargo, viz., ‘Ionides v. the North China Insurance Com- 
pany,’ and ‘ Ionides v. the London and Provincial Insurance Com- 
pany,” came on for hearing, when the plaintiffs withdrew from the 
cases. 








Aworaer Insurance Case.—In the Court of Queen's Bench yes- 
terday the trial commenced of an action ‘‘Cator v. the Great 
Western Insurance Company of New York.” The action was brought 
on a policy of insurance to recover £1,996 for loza by perils of the sea 
on 1,711 packages of Qolong tea shipped at New York in the Hurydice 
for the United Kingdom io January, 1871. On the voyage the ship 
encountered severe weather, and sea water got into the holds and 
damaged some of the tea. Part of the tea was not damaged, but 
under the advice of an experienced ter broker the whole of the tea 
was sold ata tea sale with all faults. The defendants paid £660 into 
Court as the amount of their liability. The trial concluded yesterday 
with a verdict for the defendants, leave being accorded to the plaintiffs 
to appeal to a higher court on some pointe of law raised in the course 
of the proceedings.

THE OPIUM LIBEL CASE. 

With reference to the Hong Kong libel case, Belilios ». Aga- 
beg, of which we recorded the result in our last issue, Messrs. 
Jameson and Barton in their Opium Circular publish the follow- 
ing remarks :— 

The strictures and remarks passed by us in our Circulars of Dec, 12 
and 27, Jan. 10, and Feb. 7 last, on the discreditable practice which 
had arisen of tampering with opencd chests of Bengal drug, having 
been taken by Mr. E. R. Belilios to apply to himself, an action for 
libel, with damages laid at $10,000, was commenced by that merchant 
against our Mr. A. L. Agabeg, junior. The case cume on for trial in 
the Supreme Conrt on the 8th inst., before the Acting Chief Justice 
and a special jury. The difficulties (which will be well understood by 
professional men) in the way of legally substantiating the plea of justi- 
fication having been found insuperable, the defendant's counsel felt 
bound, on the second day of the heuring, to withdraw it, and the case 
went to the jury,—whiclh we may mention {3s here composed of seven 
members. On their return into Court, their foreman stated that they 
were not unanimous either on the question whether a libel on Mr, E.R. 
Belilios had been committed, or upon the amount of damages. The 
parties to the suit, through their counsel, then agreed to submit to the 
decision of a majority of the jurymen, and a verdict was returned for 
the plaintiff, and $1,000 damages awarded to him, 

It would ill become us to criticise their finding, but we cannot refrain 
from again assuring our readcrs—and we hope in so doing we are guilty 
of no disrespect to the august Court which bas condemned ue—that tn 
publishing the observations which have been decided against us to be 
lidellous, we have been auimated by a sincere desire to expose and put 
an end to practices which, we had reason to know, had sprung up in the 
Opium Trade, and which could not fail to shake confidence in those en- 
gaged In it, and to reflect on them very injuriously. Weregret that this 
single motive should have betrayed us into the use of words which have 
been held to constitute a libel un Mr. E. R. Belilios, and from which 
more guarded language might possibly have protected us. It is, 
however, satisfactory to us to know, as deultless it must be 
to our readers, that by whomsocver the trickery we sought 
to lay bare was practised, and the discredit brought to onr 
tride, the publicity we gave to it has been productive of this 
god, namely, that the practice has been completely stopped. The 
question of the purity of our Mr. Agabeg’s motives and conduct, and 
tie reality of the existence of the evil he attacked and destroyed, will 
be more apparent to those at a distance from this colony, when it is 
stated that the costs of his defence to Mr. E. R. Belilios’s action at law 
aguinst him and the amount of damages in which he was cast (together 
about $2,50U) have been publicly subscribed ty merchants of Hong 


Kong, who represent more than three-fourths, almost the entire bulk, 


of oar opium importers. 
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THE BURMESE AND PAN1HAs BMBASSIES. 
The Globe saya:—‘‘ Of the two embassies from Burmah now in 
England one is represented by the Panthays, a Mahommedan race of 
Chinese origin, which has, through many difficulties, succeeded in re- 
taining its independence and extending its authority. But for their 
earnest and friendly assistance our expedition in 1862 to examine the 
trade route between Burmah and China would have failed through the 
opposition of the Barmese Government of that day. Since then thé 
policy of our Indian Government has been to keep up the friendliest 
relations with the Panthays, and the mission representing them has 
arrived under its direct auspices and with its direct aid. By the 
India-office at home, however, it is altogether igaored; while the 
second Embassy, unaccredited from India, has been paraded and re- 
ceived with special honour. No one ever hears of the duly accredited 
mission representing our friends and allies, the Panthays, while that 
professing, solely on its own r. sponsibility, to represent a Government 
which has hitherto made a point of putting obstacles in our way, re. 
ceives even an unnecessary amount of recognition, Can it be that 
the India-office, in its ignorance of the atate of Burmese politica, has 
made a blunder, and mistaken the false embassy for the true? If so 
we fear that very disagreeable complications may arise when the error 
—if there be error—comes to be discovered. We have nothing to 
urge against the attention lavished on one embassy, but why is the 
other ao signally neglected ?” 


Subsequent to the publication of the above remarka the following 
letter has appeared in the same journal with the same signature, “ Pro- 
greas : —“ Sir,—Permit me to comment on a note regarding Burmese 
Embassies in your to-night’s issue. The Panthay miasion has not been 
altogether ignored; the [ndia-office has received it with due civility. 
It ig, however, probably a matter of no importince whether the Pan- 
thays be recognised or not, but the one obvious fact regarding them is 
that they are rebels against the Chinese Government, and their great 
di-tance from Peking is the only cause why they have not long since 
been reduced to order. It is difficult to see what international morality 
or sound policy there may be in encouraging totally unsettled preda- 
tory tribes like the Panthays, whose chief influence is to sow and main- 
tain disorder in South-Western China. The Burmese Embaasy repre- 
sents a thoroughly settled Government, and is duly accredited by its 
Sovereign. There is, therefore, no force in the assertion that it is 
accredited solely on itg own responsibility. Nor is there the slightest 
reason why the Indian Government sould expect to patronise it, 
Burmah, though not a strong, is a perfectly independent Power, and the 
King has very properly demonstrated his treaty rights by sending an 
Embassy to protest against the unjust desire of the Calcutta Govern- 
ment to treat him as if he were in their leading strings.” 


SILK SUPPLY. 
We extract from the anoaal report issued by the Society of Arte 


the following reference to the Society’s Silk Supply Committee :— 


A short time since, the Council received a communication from the 
Silk Supply Association, suggesting that a union or amalgamation of 
that body and the Society of Arta would be likely to lead to advan- 
tageous action in reference to the ohjects for which the association was 
established, and it was farther suggested that the best way of effect- 
ing this would be the forming a Silk Supply Committee of this Society, 
and taking on such Committee, in addition to those nominated by 
the Society, sach Members of the Silk Supply Association as should 
be arranged. Accordingly such a Committee has been nominated by 
the Council, to consist of Mr. A. Caseels (Chairman), Sir Daniel

HOLLAND. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrgepau, July 3. 

The Ministerial crisis is not yct solved, notwithstanding reports to the 
contrary; Mr. de Vries is still in soarch of colleagues, though of course 
thero are a great many “ well informed” correspondents, who, from 
the best of all sources, are able to give the full list of the Cabinet in spe. 
Tho most inaccurate of these trustworthy correspondents is, however, 
most certainly, the newamonger who last Monday wired from the Hague 
to The Times the names of the members of the new Cabinet, for a more 
nonsensical list of names could not possibly be invented. Geertsema, 
charged with the portfolio of the Department of Justice ; Mirandolle, 
Home Department; Gerike (said to be late Minister of the Naval De- 
partment !) Foreign Affairs ; and last, but not least, Mr. van Bosse, 
or ‘' Professor Groningue,” Finance. Heaven only knows who this 
last-named professor is. Perhaps the corresp»ndent meant Professor 
Tellegen, from Groningen, but if so, I think he is still quite wrong. I 
trast the official paper will very soon put an end to these surmises 
and rumours, by publishing the list of the new Cabinet. 

The Staats Courant has published the satisfactory intelligence that 
Princess Mary of the Netherlands, wife of the Prince of Wied, has given 
birth to ason. If this event had taken place some weeks ago it would 
have been of still greater importance, because the health of the Prince 
of Orange was then ina very critical state. The Prince’s condition has, 
however, now much improved, and the fears for any fatal result have 
entirely disappeared. 

The Handelsblad informs us that the Governor-General of Java has 
grantel a conc:ssiont» Mr. A. G. Bosch, of Amsterdam, for the con- 
atructiun of dry-docks in the Colony, The concession is granted fora 
term of seventy tive years. This communication has given great satis- 
faction to our traders and shipowners, these institutions being greatly 
requisite, and will be largely emp!oyed, especially when the tariffs arc 
somewhat moderated. 

On the 9th inst. a general meeting of shareholders of the Steam- 
shippirg Company Nederland will be held at Amsterdam, to appoint 
twelve commissarics. The appointment of managers will be made at 
the following meeting. 

The shareholders of the African Trading Sociaty met here on the 
28th ult. The socicty’s operations, as was shown by the annual report, 
have yiven last ycar a most satisfactory result. The net profits have 
amounted to f.384,260, against f.326,408 in 1870, and a dividend of 10 
per cent. on the paid-up capital will be paid.

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THE MESSAGERIES AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 

WE have received a pamphlet issued by the Directors of 
the Messageries Maritimes of Paris, protesting against the 
recent advance in the rates, and the proposed alteration in 
the measurement of steamers passing through the Suez 
Canal. Whether for its clearness of reasoning, its simple 
explanation of—and adherence to—facts, or the moderation 
of its tone, the pamphlet before us deserves the kindest 
consideration, and the best thanks, of the commercjal com- 
munity. The Messageries are so sure that they are right in 
resisting the proposed arbitrary increase that they prefer to 
have recourse to reason, and appealing to public opinion, 
before having recourse to the law to protect them—and all 
other shipowners—from an impost which would neutralise 
the benefits of the Canal, and go far to shut it up altogether. 

The facts are thus shortly stated. Ou the 4th March last 
the Directors of the Suez Canal Company resolved that 
the tariff should be ten francs per ton on the gross ton- 
nage. No difference was to be made between vessels belong- 
ing to the State and those which are the property of private 
owners; but the immediate result of this new rate is to 
increase the cost of transit 40 per cent.! and at the same 
time that they made this advance, the Directors reserved to 
themselves the right of making any such further increase, as 
they might think fit at any future period. Upon this startling 
announcement a number of French shipowners, seeing their 
trade menaced with an absolutely prohibitory rate, formed 
themselves into a committee, to inquire whether the Canal 
Company by its constitution possessed the powers which the 
Directors had thus claimed. Iu order to arrive at a just 
conclusion on this question, the committee consulted the 
“ Articles of Association” of the Company itself, all the 
official reports and pamphlets published during the last four 
years by M. pz Lessers and others, and the report of the 
proceedings at the general meeting of shareholders held on 
12th March. The results of this investigation proved that 
the Egyptian Government, in consideration of the concession 
granted to M. pe Lesseps, required and decreed that the 
rate for transit through the Canal should never exceed ten 
francs per ton, irrespective of nationality or ownership. This 
is undoubted ; but the question that is not quite so clear 
is, “On what basis are these dues to be calculated? Are 
“they to be calculated on the gross or nett tonnage? 
“And are they to be levied alike on vessels whether 
“full or empty?” The answer to this appears conclusive. 
The French law expressly rates all vessels by the tonnage 
officially registered ; and the usage of commerce is alike 
among all nations in this respect—that the registered ton- 
nage.is always the basis on which all dues, of whatever kind, 
are assessed. This axiom of maritime law and custom is 
corroborated by the fact that in the Firman of the Egyptian 
Government the passage of the Canal is decreed to be in all 
respects conformable with the usages and laws of France. 
That this is the motive principle of the Firman is apparent, 
when we find that the calculations by which the maximum rate 
are to be levied are made not in the Egyptian, nor in any other 
European currency, but, according to the French system, are 
always computed in francs. Surely nothing could prove 
more strongly than this fact, that the attempt to increase 
the maximum rate, fixed and guaranteed, is directly opposed 
to all law and precedent, to say nothing of assurance and gua- 
rantee. When M. pe Lessers was making the tour of the 
commercial cities of England in 1856, this principle was 
clearly affirmed by Sir Danizn Lance in Newcastle, Bir- 
mingham, and other places. It was fully recognised by the 
aggregate committee of the officers and servants of the 
Canal Company iu 1868, when it was resolved that the Eng- 
lish method of calculating tonnage was the bast, and there- 
fore the most worthy of aduption ; but that it ought not to 
be allowed to supersede the methods of other nations until 
an uniform system had been agreed npon by representatives 
of all the various nationalities. Pending this event, the 
Company distinctly pledged itself to abide by the rates it 
It was not until 
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the end of 1871—after the war had shattered the French Em- 
pire—that the Directors of the Canal Company ventured to 
propose any alteration of their terms ;. and the pressure then 
brought to bear on M. de Lesseps, who foresaw the compli- 
cations that must ensue from such a course, became appa- 
rent. M. de Lessers issued his ciroular to the various 
European Chambers of Commerce, officially informing 
them of the new question that had been started. Of 
twenty-five Chambers which replied to this manifesto, 
the one from Copenhagen is as practical and conclusive 
as any. The Danes distinctly affirmed the principle 
that the rule of measurement was irrevocably fixed on the 
French principle—100 tons register, English or Danish, to 
equal 105 tons French—and certainly nothing could go fur- 
ther than this to prove the justice of the protest now made 
against the attempt to advance the rates and alter the con- 
stitution of the Company. 

The arguments against any such alteration are thus 
summed up in the protest of the Messageries Directors 
against the proposed advance. The act of the Di- 
rectors of the Suez Canal Company in altering their 
system of measurement is in direct opposition to the prin- 
ciples of the undertaking, and in excess of the powers 
granted to them to carry it out. On the other hand, the 
Directors of the Messageries have entered into certain agree- 
ments, made certain arrangements, and given certain pledges, 
on the faith of the Canal Company’s undertakings and 
charter. Morally, there eannot be a doubt of the justice 
of the Meseageries’ protest, and the commercial com- 
munity, West and East, owe them a debt of gratitude 
for their promptness and firmness in pointing out the 
folly of a course which, if persisted in, will probably destroy 
the capital of the shareholders in the Canal, and fling Europe 
back into the same position with regard to the East as she 
occupied years ago, before M. pe Lusser’s grand idea became 
an accomplished fact, just at the inoment when, by keeping 
faith, it seemed most certain to become a financial success, 
no less than an engineering triumph. 








JAPAN FORWARD—ONWARD. 

Tue last brand new institution which the Japanese Go- 
vernment have imported from Europe is a scientific medical 
school. With the cosmopolitan impartiality which has cha- 
racterised their choice of foreign instructors they sought in 
Germany for the future reformer of the Japanese art of 
healing, and requested the Professors of the University of 
Leipsic to select a fitting person for the office. At first sight 
the task thus imposed upon the Professors would appear to 
have been no light one. The qualifications which the Ja- 
panese Government considered it necessary for the holder of 
the post to possess were both numerous and minute. He 
was not to be tall, lest he should be unable to sympathise 
with his short pupils ; he was to love children ; to be a 
man of good manners and kind-hearted ; to be possessed of 
good health, and to be sound in wind and limb and eyesight. 
He was not to be finicking or artificial in his manners, but 
upright, straightforward, and spontaneously courteous: He 


was to be well-versed in the theory and practice of medicine | 


and the allied sciences ; to understand English and to be able 
to lecture in that language ; and not only to |be competent 
to learn Japanese, but, in due time, to teach it. Fortunately 
the Leipsic Professors have discovered in Dr. JUNKER @ man 
in whom all these excellences dwell ; and the new director- 
in-chief of the Kioto school of scientific medicine will shortly 
leave to meet his Oriental masters, and to justify by his 
labours the choice of the learned men of Leipsic. 

The rapid transformation which has of late been going 
on in the political and social life in Japan, as indicated by 
the constant announcement of some new undertaking, such as 
the above, on the part of the Government of that country, sug- 
gests some curious reflections. We have always been taught 
to believe that a nation is a growth, not a manufacture ; yet 
here is a country which but fourteen years ago was sealed 
against all intercourse with the outer world, and which now 
is striving to place itself on a level with the most highly 
civilised nations of the West. Possessed of an ancient Im- 
perial system, said to have been founded by the gods ; of a 
civilisation which had become fossilised by age, and peopled 
by a brave, proud, and patriotic race, Japan in 1858, to all 
appearances, presented as hopeless a pupil of advancement in

the path of progress as even China herself. Nor did the 
experiences of the first few years of our intercourse with the 
Japanese tend in any way to remove the desponding aspect 
of affairs. The history of our international relations during 
the period from 1858 to 1862 isa record of assassinations, of 
assaults,and of violent outbreaksagainst the authority of those 
Daimios who favoured the presence of the hated foreigner on the 
sacred soil of Japan. Ten years have passed since the close 
of the epoch we have named, and how shall we count the 
changes which have been crammed into that decade? Rail- 
ways now dissect the countries where ponies were the fleet- 
est means of locomotion known. The telegraph wire flashes 
messages throughout the length of the land; arsenals, dock- 
yards, scientific schools and hospitals, all arranged on Eu- 
ropean models, abound in every large town in the Empire ; 
and the capital cities of Europe and America swarm with 
young Japanese studying the laws, the institutions, and the 
customs of foreign lands. It is difficult to accept so sudden 
a transformation without some feelings of misgiving. Are 
the people of Japan so wise and ensily convinced, as some 
would say, or so shallow and changeable, as others would 
suggest, that they can thus throw off, at once and for ever, na- 
tional associations which are the growth of twice ten centu- 
ries as they would an old coat? Or will the new wine burst 
the old bottle? In considering this question one must not 
argue on precedents furnished in the history of European 

countries. A people who could make up their minds to 
adopt the literature, and, to a certain extent, the language of 
China, are plainly not to be judged by the rules which regu- 
late the actions of ordinary men. And thus, while we watch 

with curiosity the extraordinary advance the Japanese are 

now making in the paths of Western civilisation, we are 

firmly convinced that they will retain the advantage they 

have gained, and that, in spite of occasional internal jars, 
ae nu continue their onward progress both safely and 

surely. 


Tue new Italian service of the P. and O. Company, which 
we lately announced as starting from Venice to Ancona and 
Brindisi, commences with the steamer Ceylon on the 26th 
inst.

Uncoloured Japans have been in fair 
request at about previous rates. Green: The market has remained 
very steady, and prices have been firmly supported for all good kinds 
of country Tea. Canton descriptions, on the contrary, have been most 
difficult of eale at rather lower prices, good quality selling at auction 
at la. 4d. to 1s. 43d. per Ib. 

SILK. 

Mersrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co.'s Circular says: —The past month 
has been one of considerable business in Asiatic Silk, chiefly induced 
by the indifferent out-turn of the European .crops, and the high prices 
ruling on the Continent for Italian Silk ; there is alao a general im- 
provement in quotations, but the chief advance during the month has 
been in good Tsatlee Silk ; 263. hig been freely paid for Red Peacock, 
27. for Blue Elephant and Dancing Bear, and 29s. 6d. for best chop 
8rde. Common Taatlees and Taysaams have hardly benefited, 
however; the former has been generally unenquired for, while the 
poor assortment of Taysaams offering is the main reason of 
the limited business done in that Silk. In salea of Chinas ‘‘ to 
arrive” there bas also been much doing, and in all cases at very fall 
rates. Canton Silk has been in good demand at firm rates for Tsatlee 
sorts, but Loony Kongsarestill neglected. In Japans business continues 
on a good scale, and even at the present advanced quotations there is 
good demand. Bengal Silk is quieter of late, the new range of quota. 
tions for filatures and the higher ratea gencrally asked for this Silk 
somewhat checking the inquiry that had set in. Deliveries for the 
month of June are very good, having been 2,627 bales China, 1,213 
bales Canton, and 987 bales Japan. From China the accounts report 
much activity iu the new Silk, and large settlements (about 12,000 
bales) at prices considerably above our London market rates, - 


COFFEE. 

At the public sales the supplies of Plantation Ceylon have been 
emal!, and meeting with a good demand have been disposed of at 
slightly advanced prices, quotations at the close showing an entire re- 
covery from the recent depression. The current rates for Plantation 
are—triage 703. to 75s., small 77s. to 793., fine ordinary mixed grey 
79a.

SUGAR. 

There has been extreme dalness in the market throughout the 
week, and the business done has been very small, and at prices showing 
a decline of 1s. to 2s. perewt. The Produce Markets Review atates 
that the market is now euffering from one of those contests which 
have been so common of late years, when the grocers buy as little of 
the refiners as possible, and when the latter reduce their purchases 
of raw Sugar to aa low a point as they can, with the view of 
bringing about concessions in price, which the importers, on 
what they consider good grounds, are disinclined to make. As 
the statistics of the moment are no longer accepted as a crite- 
rion of value, the result of a contest of the kind depends upon 
whether the grocers or the importers can hold out longest. The 
trade have vow kept out of the market for thice weeks, and 
though thev have obtained a very considerable reduction in the price 
of manufactured goods, the refiners have not succeeded in obtaining 
an equivalent concession in the price of Riw Sugar. They have, 
therefore, in several instances, talked of stopping work, or have al- 
ready done so, and the strugele is thus coming to acrisis. It is clear 
that the refiners cannot continue to work long at the present small 
margin for their profit, and the question is, whether the grocers can 
keep out of the market fur two or three weeks more, ani thus enable 
stocks to accumulate, or thata fall in Raw Sugar, the legitimate con- 
sequence of the refiners’ abstention from buying, may take place. 

The only transaction in East India during the week is comprised ia 
the sale of 250 packages dark Siam concrete at 263, 6d. to 27s. pet 
cwt.
